of Duke took up the tobacco hair

There are from 100.060 to SOO.turn 
of these hairs on each leaf of Turk 
ish tobacco 
In the tip of each one 
is a tiny gland, 
which produces 
aromatic, waxy materials. 
The number of hair* differs from 
species to aperies. 
The aromstie 
chemicals 
which 
the 
hair 
tips 
manufacture also are not th* same. 
The differences on sromatlc sub­ 
stances and in the way they are 
produced abow that heredity la one 
of the factor* in the tobacco per­ 
fumes. 
Heredity often readily I* 
modified 
by 
breeding

plant*, 
and lf breeding works on tobacco 
leaf hairs, growers and tobaccon­ 
ists some day may expect to try 
the allure of new smoking aromas.
